2. There are three types of tin 
cans availebte, ‘The plain can is a 
general purpose can which may be 
used for al! foods. R enamelled 
cans have a special coating which 
assi in maintaining the normal 
colouring of red berries and beets. 
C enamelled cans have a special 
coating to prevent discoloration of 
corn. They are also suggested for 
processing green beans, peas and 
kidney beans C enamelled cans 
are not recommended for acid 
fruits or tomatoes. 

3. If the food is not precooked, 
cover with hot ayrup. The contents 
of the can should be processed ac- 
cording to the following method: 

Place covered cans on a rack in 
processor with boiling water about 
two inches from the top of the 
cans, Keep the water bolling dur- 
ing the processing period, but do 
not let it bubble over into the cana. 
Seal with sealing machine accord- 
ing to the manufacturer's direc- 
tions.
